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Alan  Robinson- Diving  in  the  Blue  Hole 


Alan  lives  in  England,  and  sent  this  fascinating  biography 

I  suppose  it  all  began  in  1952  when  I  joined  the  Army  for  three  years  1  was 
posted  to  Kenya  East  Africa  when  the  white  settlers  had  major  problems  with 
the  Mau  Mau  1  was  in  the  Royal  Engineers  and  under  canvas  Each  morning 
we  would  arise  to  the  beautiful  sight  of  the  snow-capped  Mount  Kenya 

Two  years  later  1  had  my  first  leave  -  two  weeks  in  Mombasa  about  200  yards 
from  the  Indian  Ocean  We  would  snorkel  every  day  in  the  rock  pools  and 
lagoons,  watching  all  the  beautiful  reef  fish  and  many  sea  snakes  These  pools 
were  protected  by  a  reef  about  5ive  to  six  hundred  yards  out  to  sea  One  day  we 
decided  to  snorkel  out  to  the  reef  and  found  many  larger  fish  trapped  in  deep 
holes  on  the  reef  Suddenly,  something  latched  onto  my  leg,  up  to  my  knee.  It 
was  an  octopus  with  tentacles  that  would  not  let  go.  Finally,  after  ten  or  twelve 
minutes,  it  just  swain  off  into  deeper  water  It  was  a  master  of  camouflage  That 
certainly  got  the  adrenalin  pumping'  It  was  at  that  point  in  time  that  1  decided  I 
just  had  to  take  this  up  as  a  sport 

My  three-year  tour  of  service  was  completed  in  1955  Fifteen  years  later,  the 
army  had  a  unit  about  twelve  miles  from  where  I  live  and  I  found  out  that  they 
were  going  to  train  some  army  personnel  for  special  duty  at  our  local  swimming 
pool 

The  first  night  they  started  their  training  my  good  friend  Eric  asked  if  we  could 
be  taken  on  to  train  as  divers  There  were  only  six  of  them  to  train,  and  to  our 
surprise,  they  agreed  to  take  us  on  as  well.  My  first  training  session  was  in 
October  1970.  Unfortunately,  after  only  three  months,  they  were  all  sent  abroad, 
so  Eric  and  I  decided  to  form  our  own  club  We  wrote  to  the  British  Sub  Aqua 
Club  (BSAC)  in  London  and  they  forwarded  all  the  information  that  was 
required  to  start  our  own  branch  With  a  diving  club,  it's  all  about  good  training 
and  the  safety  of  all  your  members  at  all  times  When  away  on  open  water 
training  dives,  the  safety  factor  quadruples 

1975  was  the  year  1  became  a  BSAC  2nd  Class  Diver  I  did  not  want  to  go  for 
First  Class,  that  involves  all  the  highly  technical  stuff  and  I  was  more  into  the 
practical  side  of  diving 


One  of  the  problems  one  had  every  time  you  were  going  away  on  open  water 
diving  or  boat  diving  was  that  you  also  had  a  number  of  divers  still  having  to  do 
their  training.  You  are  always  looking  at  them  to  check  that  they  are  okay  and 
doing  what  they  should  be  doing  -  not  swimming  away  on  their  own,  an  this 
does  happen  You  dive  in  pairs  and  always  keep  in  view  of  each  other  with 
plenty  of  signals  to  tell  each  other  that  you  are  okay,  or  what  is  of  interest. 

When  you  have  divers  still  in  training,  you  can’t  relax  and  enjoy  yourself 
completely 
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All  my  diving  then  was  around  the  northeast  coast  of  England,  diving  in  the 
North  Sea  It's  very  cold  We  wore  wet  suits  (that's  where  the  water  gets 
between  your  body  and  the  suite,  and  your  body  heats  the  water),  so  we  could 
stay  in  the  water  for  some  time,  even  though  it  was  still  very  cold  Nowadays, 
diving  is  done  in  dry  suits  which  keep  you  very  dry  and  warm  It's  a  pity, 
because  divers  today  miss  out  on  the  thrill  of  getting  into  the  very  cold  water, 
especially  when  boat  diving 

My  friend  Bob  had  a  40-foot  cruiser.  On  our  holidays  in  1975,  we  would  said 
his  boat  with  several  other  friends  -  Eric,  Harry,  Don  and  Fred,  from  West 
Hartlepool  to  the  Scottish  town  of  Oban,  about  600  miles,  through  the  Pentland 
Firth  and  around  Cape  Wrath  This  is  where  the  North  Sea  meets  the  North 
Atlantic.  At  this  point  it  was  very  rough,  and  1  mean  ROUGH1 

We  had  a  compressor  on  board,  so  were  able  to  dive  in  many  inaccessible  sites 
during  our  two  weeks.  We  did  a  lot  of  diving,  and  lived  very  well  from  the  sea 
with  crawfish,  scallops,  lobster  and  crab. 

We  would  leave  the  boat  at  Oban  and  drive  there  many  times  Diving  around 
the  Western  Isles  is  a  diver's  dream  We  would  dive  on  many  wrecks,  see  many 
killer  whales  We  even  sailed  out  to  St  Kilda  which  is  about  a  hundred  miles 
out  into  the  North  Atlantic.  This  is  when  you  start  to  get  the  feeling  of  the 
Atlantic  swell  -  at  times  not  very  nice 

In  the  later  !970’s  we  took  trips  to  warmer  waters  Six  of  us  went  to  the  south 
of  France  in  1976,  where  there  were  lots  of  wrecks  and  octopus  It  was  our  first 
taste  of  warm  water  and  the  sea  bottom  was  covered  with  eel  grass  In  1977  we 
journey  to  Peacock  Island  in  southern  Spain.  There  wasn't  much  fish  life  in  the 
Mediterranean  Sea,  and  1  was  not  much  impressed 

From  1978-1981  1  spent  three  weeks  diving  each  year  in  what  is  to  me,  and 
manv  others,  the  best  diving  in  the  world  We  took  a  diving  safari  with  two  land 
rovers  to  carry  all  our  food  and  gear  from  Elat  to  Ras  Mohammed  in  Egypt, 
driving  down  the  coast,  many  times  getting  stuck  in  the  desert  sand  We  dived 
in  many  sites  never  dived  before  and  never  met  up  with  anyone  else  Now  there 
are  thousands  of  divers  there.  The  visibility  was  excellent  on  every  dive  and  the 
fish  life  was  in  great  abundance,  with  too  many  to  list  We  were  fortunate  to  see 
a  very  rare  angel  shark,  and  there  were  lots  of  white  tip  sharks,  and  large  shoals 
of  barracuda  They  always  look  at  you  as  if  you  would  be  tasty  We  also  saw 
jacks,  reef  sting  ray,  crocodile  fish,  puffer  fish  and  one  massive  moray  ee! 

One  needs  to  be  very  award  of  lion  fish,  scorpion  fish  and  stone  fish  The  lion 
fish  has  permanent  poison  spines  on  their  dorsal  fins  and  the  scorpion  and  stone 
fish  are  the  two  most  dangerous  fish  on  the  reef  They  activate  a  strong  poison

from  their  dorsal  fins  when  stepped  on  Another  thing  to  be  careful  of  is  fire 
coral,  as  this  gives  you  a  very  bad  time  when  you  scratch  your  arm 


One  of  my  most  exciting  dives  was  at  the  Blue  Hold  at  Dahab  This  is  a  fresh 
water  hold  about  two  hundred  yards  from  the  beach  Eleven  divers  started  this 
dive  and  five  finished  Sport  divers  should  limit  their  diving  atone  hundred  and 
fifty  feet 


As  1  said,  eleven  started  the  dive,  and  at  around  50  feet,  two  of  them  decided  to 
abort  and  surfaced  The  water  is  very  dark  blue,  not  like  the  sea  colour  light 
blue  At  about  100  feet  another  two  surfaced  The  water  is  now  starting  to  get 
cold  and  a  deeper  dark  blue  At  180  feet  another  two  surfaced  We  are  now  at 
210  feet  and  looking  into  a  small  cave,  the  entrance  about  12  feet  in 
circumference  At  this  point  our  dive  leader  checked  our  air  supply  and  gave  the 
OK  sign  to  each  of  us  and  we  returned  the  OK  sign  At  that  point,  two  other 
divers  decided  to  surface  Our  leader  then  pointed  to  the  cave  entrance 
Switching  his  light  on,  he  motioned  me  to  follow  him  The  adrenalin  is  now 
flowing!  We  had  gone  about  20  yards  into  the  tunnel  and  our  air  tanks  were 
hitting  the  top.  It  is  all  black  except  for  the  one  torch  light  at  the  front  I  was  the 
last  diver  of  the  five,  and  could  barely  see  a  pinprick  of  light  at  the  front  As 
you  might  say,  “it’s  the  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.”  W'e  were  in  the  tunnel  for 
about  4  or  5  minutes,  and  to  emerge  at  the  other  end  was  like  magic.  Still  at  210 
feet,  we  started  to  make  for  the  surface,  stopping  at  50  feet  to  decompress  for 
about  10  minutes  What  a  brilliant  dive!  Diving  in  the  Blue  Hole  is  now 
banned;  too  many  divers  have  lost  their  lives 


At  night  all  you  had  was  your  sleeping  bag  as  we  slept  under  the  stars  The 
Milky  Way  was  awesome  and  twisting  and  turning  in  the  night  sky  we  would 
watch  satellites  circling  around  the  heavens  What  a  sight  to  see! 

In  1985  I  spent  three  weeks  diving  at  Pee  Pee  Island  in  the  Andaman  Sea  off 
Thailand  There  was  not  much  sea  life  and  visibility  was  not  good  We  went  at 
the  wrong  time  of  the  year 


Another  holiday  in  2003  took  me  to  Paradise  Island  in  the  Maldives  There  was 
not  much  diving  and  equipment  was  expensive  to  hire,  so  we  decided  just  on 
snorkeling  every  day  in  the  lagoon  Black  Tip  sharks  would  swim  just  two  feet 
away  from  you  It  was  just  as  good  as  diving  without  the  expense  One  day  we 
went  out  to  Banana  Reef  The  only  fish  was  a  scorpion  fish  The  swell  was  too 
big  and  we  had  to  return  to  shore 


I  once  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  Astronaut  Scott  Carpenter  He  told  me  how 
he  used  to  train  in  the  large  tank  for  working  outside  the  space  shuttle  He  is 
now  an  amateur  diver  I’ve  also  met  Hans  and  Lottie  Hass  from  Australia,  who 
have  made  lost  of  underwater  films  like  Jacques  Cousteau

Chris  would  like  more 
information  about  the  bar  Another  question  he  has  is  about  the  Mt  Everest 
Mint  Lindbergh  bar  (MEM-27)  Chris  has  two  varieties  of  this  one  -  one  with  a 
frosted  back  and  the  other  with  a  proof  reverse  The  proof  version  is  the  only 
one  listed  in  the  guidebook  and  the  frosted  reverse  is  undocumented  Does 
anyone  else  have  this  bar  with  a  frosted  reverse?
